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Canal rescue bid in vain as motorist loses life

HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to a driver who died 
after his car went into a canal 
in Walsall. 

Two people pulled the stricken driv¬ 
er clear after his vehicle veered down 
an embankment into Walsall Canal 
close to Darlaston Road Bridge. 

Firefighters were called to incident near Aldi 
in Moxley shortly after 8.30pm after the car 
travelled about 10 metres down an embank¬ 
ment. Two passers-by dramatically ran down 
the embankment to help him. 

High Street in Moxley was closed at its junc¬ 
tion with Black Country New Road overnight 
for police to investigate. 

The driver was taken to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital following the crash, 
but was pronounced dead the next day. 

The driver, later named as 31-year-old Dean 
Strong, is believed to have been from the Wal¬ 
sall area. 

Flowers have been placed to near where the 
incident happened. 

One of the flowers contained a message 
which said: “My rock, my only brother, my in¬ 
spiration. I love you more than words can say. 
Love Abee xxxx.” 

And another message from a loved one read: 
“The love of my life DEAN. You are my one 
and only love.” 

Efforts 

Tributes were also paid on social media, 
while passers-by that stopped to help were also 
praised. 

A man who was at the scene, who did not 
wish to be named, wrote on Facebook: “Amaz¬ 
ing how people stop and help...” 

West Midlands Police spokesman Brigg Ford 
said: “The 31-year-old local man was taken to 
hospital where, despite the best efforts of med¬ 
ical staff, he later died. 

“Collision investigators are now working to 
establish how the car left the road.” 

A man, who did not wish to be named, said: 
“It must be awful for the family to have to go 
through. My heart bleeds for them. 

“I just hope this is is not a result of speeding. 
The Black Country New Road is well known 
for it. 

“I don’t think this is the first time this has 
happened.” 

David Walters, 70, said: “I can’t work out 
how he has managed to get down there, he 
must have been going at some speed or lost 
control in some way or form.” 

Any witnesses to the incident should call po¬ 
lice on 101. 


A TRANSPORT museum is offering a nos¬ 
talgic ride down memory lane in Walsall this 
weekend. Free trips on 11 buses across five 
different routes will be offered by Aston Man¬ 
or Road Transport Museum in Northgate 
during its Autumn Running Day on Sunday. 

The routes will take visitors to Lichfield, 
Walsall, Chasewater, Sutton Coldfield and on 
a circular through Barr Beacon and Streetly. 

Museum chairman Martin Fisher, aged 70, 
said: “It’s the last big running day of the year 
and we’re looking forward to lots of people 
coming out to enjoy it.” 


An extra pick-up point has been added to a 
bus service taking visitors to the event. The 
half-hourly service between Hatherton Road, 
Walsall and the museum in Shenstone Drive 
will pick up people travelling to the museum 
from Rushall Library. Visitors who have been 
to the museum will be dropped off at McDon¬ 
ald’s in Lichfield Road. 

Councillor Richard Worrall, who organised 
the extra stop, said: “This is really good news 
for constituents living in and all around the 
centre of Rushall and for people living further 
afield in High Heath, Pelsall and Shelfield. 


“It means that, if they want to travel in 
style by vintage bus to and from the mu¬ 
seum, they don’t have to go into Walsall first, 
they can just catch direct service buses into 
Rushall, or drive and park up, then catch the 
half-hourly museum buses at Rushall Library 
and be dropped off at the McDonald’s stop 
after their visit.” 

More than 10 vintage buses spanning 60 
years will be in operation during the Autumn 
Running Day. Travelling on the buses is in¬ 
cluded in the price of entry to the museum, 
£5 for adults and £2 for children.

Nursery plan at old 
pub to bring in jobs 

A FORMER pub in Walsall could be trans¬ 
formed into a nursery. The plans could be 
create more than a dozen jobs. 

Nanaksar Education Trust has lodged 
plans with Walsall Council to transform 
the Four Florseshoes, in Wellington Street, 
Pleck, which has been closed since 2012. 

The plans state that it was bought by the 
faith-based organisation, Nanaksar Gurur- 
wara, in 2013 with the sole purpose of sup¬ 
porting the needs of the local community. 

There would be provision for 52 young 
children with around 13 new jobs created. 

A decision on the plans is due to be 
made in the upcoming months.

Boatman’s Rest is 
put on the market 

A POPULAR pub has been put up for 
sale with an asking price of £425,000. 

The Boatman’s Rest, in Walsall Wood 
High Street, which was called The Red 
Lion until the 1990s, has been put on the 
market. 

In a listing on property website Right- 
Move, it said the pub hosted regular live 
music events and is used by numerous 
local sports teams. 

The description read: “This is a rare 
opportunity to acquire a profitable free¬ 
hold inn built on established wet sales, 
with genuine scope to develop food 
sales.”

Tackling yobs is 
focus of meeting 

COUNCIL bosses were this week discuss¬ 
ing how to tackle anti-social behaviour in 
the face of budget cuts. 

Walsall Council’s targeted youth scheme 
is to see its budget reduced from £1.96 mil¬ 
lion to £888,000. 

Councillors on the education and chil¬ 
dren’s services overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee were discussing on Tuesday night 
how to continue the work of the scheme. 
One idea was to base the scheme solely at 
The Myplace centre in the town.

pulled on Mayweather tour 


BOXING superstar Floyd ‘Money’ May¬ 
weather Jnr will not be coming to Wal¬ 
sall after all, it can now be revealed.. 

The sporting superstar was set to 
come to town as part of a tour of Eng¬ 
land, providing meet and greet sessions 
with sports fans. 

Promoter Spencer Brown said he 
hoped to bring the multi-millionaire to 
Walsall Town Hall on November 3, pro¬ 
viding a major coup for the town. 

But Mr Brown has now revealed talks 
with the 38-year-old’s promoters Front 
Line Promotions had broken down and 
he had been forced to pull the tour. 


He was also set to go to London, 
Leicester, Manchester, Newcastle, Glas¬ 
gow, Bolton, Paris and Belgium. Each 
show was to cost the consortium bring¬ 
ing him over £100,000. 

But a promised ‘video drop’, with 
Mayweather promoting the tour, never 
came. And after last-ditch talks with a 
24-hour deadline given for the video, the 
show was pulled. 

Mr Brown, who represents Gold Star 
Promotions, said: “I’m afraid we had no 
option, after not getting the video, to 
cancel the tour.” 

He added: “We are very disappointed. 


The whole process has proved very frus¬ 
trating - we just didn’t know who we 
were talking to.” 

Despite the setback, Mr Brown said 
he will not give up on bringing over the 
superstar. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“It’s not the end of the world because 
Walsall has shown it can host big-name 
events such as the Elton John concert at 
the Bescot Stadium.” 

Former mayor Councillor Pete Smith 
said: “It’s sad news he’s not coming to 
Walsall. There’s a lot of support for box¬ 
ing in the area.” 


New town station on 
cards in action plan 


A NEW train station for Willenhall 
is still in the pipeline, under a list 
of options for the town’s future. 

Three years ago a proposal was 
unveiled for a £4million station with 
two platforms and car park in Bilston 
Street, but no firm plans have since 
been put forward. 

But the station could form part of a 
five-year action plan by Walsall Council 
to regenerate the town. The station would 
provide a boost for the case for reinstating 
a train line from Wolverhampton to Walsall 

Cabinet members are to be asked to sup¬ 
port proposals to draw up the programme 
of ‘targeted regeneration’ for the town at a 
meeting next week. 

It will include allowing officers to re¬ 
search sites and previous regeneration in 
the town so they can draw up a potential 
work programme. 

Simon Tranter, the council’s head of 
regeneration development and delivery, 
said: “Such activities could include revisit¬ 
ing land owner and business engagement, 
tackling derelict and under-utilised proper¬ 
ties, progressing delivery of a new railway 
station, or exploring the use of regulatory 
powers such as a simplified planning re¬ 
gime or acquisition/compulsory purchase.” 

Priorities 

In the report to cabinet chiefs, Mr 
Tranter said that ‘whilst Walsall town 
centre and other district centres across 
the borough continue to thrive and pros¬ 
per from investment and development ac¬ 
tivities, Willenhall’s distinct heritage and 
mixed land uses still present opportunities 
to boost the economy, development and en¬ 
vironment of the area’. 

Under the proposals, officers would 
gather information on land ownership and 
future plans for sites, identify key busi¬ 
nesses and find out which firms are looking 
to expand. 

They would also research key priorities 
for the town such as delivering an im¬ 
proved market, according to the report. 

The findings would be reported back to 
cabinet bosses together with a programme 
of ‘targeted regeneration activity’ covering 
a period of up to five years. 

The report is due to go before Walsall 
Council’s cabinet at a meeting next Mon¬ 
day.

Costs of hoax 
calls made to 
fire service 
tops £11,000 

HOAX calls to the region’s fire service 
over the school summer holiday break 
in the Black Country cost the taxpayer 
more than £11,000 - with the number of 
false alarms up from last year. 

West Midlands Fire Service received 
41 hoax calls in Wolverhampton, Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell and Walsall this summer, 
with 26 attended by crews, costing an 
estimated £428 per hour. 

There was also a rise in the calls to 
West Midlands Ambulance Service dur¬ 
ing the period - July 24 to August 31 - 
with the team dealing with 70. 

West Midlands Police, however, saw a 
drop in hoax and abandoned calls. The 
emergency services have hit out at the 
rise in calls, saying they disrupt life-sav¬ 
ing services. 

The figures were released under a 
Freedom of Information Act. 

For hoax calls to the fire service, 
Walsall had the most pranksters, with 
14 calls and six attended. In Wolver¬ 
hampton, seven of nine hoaxes were at¬ 
tended, with eight out of 10 attended in 
Sandwell, and five of eight attended in 
Dudley. 

Last year’s summer break saw crews 
receive 38 hoax calls in the Black Coun¬ 
try and 39 in 2013. 

Spokesman Neil Spencer said: “Hoax 
callers who are caught by the police can 
be fined and jailed. They put the lives of 
our fire crews and members of the public 
at risk.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service re¬ 
ceived 70 calls, up by 12 from last year. 
But this was down from 140 in 2013. 

Use it or lose it 
plea on library 

A COUNCILLOR is warning communi¬ 
ty groups to ‘use it or lose it’ over their 
local library. 

Birchills and Leamore Councillor 
Chris Jones has been working with 
Beechdale Library staff to try to attract 
more groups and members of the public 
to the venue ahead of budget proposals. 

Walsall Council will have to find £86 
million of savings over the next four 
years and Councillor Jones said: “We 
want people to use libraries, they are a 
cornerstone of their communities. 

“I have been working with Beechdale 
Library to make sure people are aware 
what is on offer. 

“I think community groups, local his¬ 
tory groups and members of the public 
should be pro-active and make sure their 
local library is well supported. 

Patrols stepped up 
after vandalism 

POLICE have stepped up patrols follow¬ 
ing a spate of vandalism in Willenhall. 

Patrols have been increased after re¬ 
ports of damage in Stretton Road, Hilton 
Road and Brookhill Way. Police are also 
continuing to address anti-social antics 
around The Square, New Invention. 
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Care home 
criticised 
following 
inspection 

A CARE home in Walsall has been 
placed into special measures after 
a damning report revealed safety 
concerns, medicines not being given 
properly and training failures. 

Mill Lodge Care Home, in Pelsall, 
was rated ‘inadequate’ by Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC) inspectors who 
found people were put at risk of harm. 

Criticisms included people not al¬ 
ways receiving their medicines safely 
and as prescribed. 

A published report, following a 
three-day inspection in June, said 
medicines were not stored securely 
and prescribed medicines were dis¬ 
covered unattended in a communal 
bathroom area. 

The report said staff were not al¬ 
ways given access to ‘effective’ train¬ 
ing and they were not given the skills 
needed to support people effectively. 

Recruitment concerns were also 
highlighted, while the home’s safety, 
effectiveness and management was 
rated as inadequate. 

Inspectors deemed improvements 
were needed to provide a caring and 
responsive service. 

An acting manager had been in 
place at the time of the inspection but 
there had been no registered manager 
since January, which had breached 
registration conditions with the CQC, 
according to the report. 

David Bailey, Responsible Person at 
the home, said: “The report currently 
in circulation is now out of date - CQC 
visited in September to carry out a 
re-inspection of our service which 
went very positively.” 

Recycling plant 
decision on hold 

COUNCILLORS have allowed objec¬ 
tors more time to look at plans for a 
metal recycling plant in Brownhills. 

Tandom Metallurgical was expected 
to be given the go ahead to open the 
plant on the former Wernicks Hire 
site in Apex Road, despite a previous 
application being rejected. 

Fresh plans were withdrawn ahead 
of a meeting at Walsall Council last 
Thursday. The decision was delayed 
to allow those against the plans time 
to consider an updated noise report. 

Around 200 people have objected 
over the plans to relocate the site from 
Birmingham, a move which would 
employ 20 staff and create around 10 
jobs. The application will now be pre¬ 
sented to the planning committee on 
November 5. 

Arboretum hosts 
fireworks night 

FIREWORK displays will be held at 
Walsall Arboretum on November 5. 
The main display is at 7.30pm. 

King George V playing fields, Hol¬ 
land Park, Willenhall Memorial Park 
will also be holding their usual shows. 


Shootings survivor Owen tells of ordeal 


A TEENAGER from the Black Country who sur¬ 
vived the Tunisia beach shootings in which his 
brother, uncle and grandfather were all killed has 
spoken for the first time of his ordeal. 

Owen Richards, aged 16, from Wednesbury, was 
on a family holiday in June when Seifeddine Rezgui 
opened fire on tourists. 

His brother Joel Richards, uncle Adrian Evans 
and grandfather Patrick Evans were among the 30 
Britons who were killed. 

The courageous student said: “When people moan 
about stuff, you think ‘just shut up’. It makes you 
realise what’s important.” 

Owen remains in contact with other survivors 
who he met in hospital in Tunisia. 

Naomi Wearing, 18, from Blackburn and Lucy 
Pettit, 23, from Slough, say he has helped them 
through continuing hospital treatment back in the 
UK, keeping in touch and offering encouragement, 
helping them in their recovery. 

Owen, who turned 16 just a month before the at¬ 
tack and recently started sixth form at Stuart Ba¬ 
thurst RC High School and College in Wednesbury, 
said: “I was the youngest person involved.

“Lucy and Naomi were the closest in age group 
to me. We met in hospital in Tunisia and kept in 
touch when we got home, texting and messaging 
each other regularly. We can relate to each other 
and what we went through in a way that people who 
weren’t there cannot.” 

Owen and Joel, 19, had been treated to the holi¬ 


day as a reward for working so hard for their exams. 
Owen was aiming to get back in time for his school 
prom; Joel, a promising footballer and referee, was 
going out to Hungary to officiate some matches; 
then they were looking forward to a holiday with 
their mother Suzanne. 

She recalled the moment she received the phone 
call from her son. “That morning everything had 
been normal. Then there was that one phone call 
and everything changed,” she said. 

“It happened so quickly. Owen was using some¬ 
one else’s phone so he couldn’t speak for long. I 
could hardly believe what he was saying. But I put 
the TV on and realised it was real. 

“I’m so glad Owen rang and that I found out from 
him rather than just hearing about it on the news. 
Otherwise I wouldn’t have known if he was OK. 

“I felt so helpless because I was so far away. 

“Owen was 16 and he was on his own. He’d only 
got Lucy and Naomi with him. 

“When I reached him, we had lots of hugs and 
tears, it was such a relief to get to him. 

“Owen misses his brother. He looked up to him 
for everything. They had a fantastic relationship.” 


Funds boost prompts 
call on parrte routes 


CIVIC leaders say plans to re-route pa¬ 
rades on Remembrance Day across Wal¬ 
sall should be dropped after West Mid¬ 
lands Police secured an extra £36.9 million 
of funding. 

All 11 parades through Darlaston, Aldridge, Bloxwich 
and Pelsall will go ahead this year - but the routes will 
be changed due to fewer police officers being available. 
There will be around 39 officers available to close roads 
and divert traffic, compared to 72 last year, due to a 
lack of money. 

However, following the force’s funding boost, com¬ 
munity leaders have called for a re-think on the re¬ 
route idea. 

Darlaston South councillor Doug James has called for 
West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson to ‘practise what he has preached’. 

The councillor is trying to arrange a meeting with 
Mr Jamieson over the coming weeks and has asked for 
support from the public. 

He said: “Now additional resources have been con¬ 
firmed I am demanding that the Police Commissioner 
practises what he has preached. 

Traditional 

“Police have carried out a faux consultation on the 
traditional routes knowing all along that they would 
impose these changes. 

“I am taking a stand on this one because I believe we 
should be able to get a ring-fenced number of officers to 
help maintain these traditional parade routes. 

“It isn’t an arduous task, to help make sure traffic 
doesn’t affect a parade to honour war heroes. 

“My concern is that if this is just the start, a few 
years down the line, will the police be saying that they 
can’t attend these events at all?” 

Mr Jamieson said: “Despite last week’s announce¬ 
ment, we are not yet out of the woods when it comes 
to austerity cuts. There is still much to be done on the 
fight for fairer funding to make sure that the govern¬ 
ment delivers this new funding formula and that 40 per 
cent cuts to policing do not come in the Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

“Although Councillor James has not yet requested 
a meeting with me, his enthusiastic support would be 
very much welcome as we continue our campaign for 
fairer funding.” 


A Hole lot of change in town

WORK is under way to 
transform a fire-ravaged 
Walsall town centre site into 
flats and a restaurant. 

The building neighbour¬ 
ing the Hole in the Wall 
curtain and fabrics shop 
in High Street was largely 
destroyed and had to be de¬ 
molished after the blaze in 
2004. The scheme promises 
to dramatically change the 
outlook of the gateway of 
the town. 

Plans for a combination 
of commercial space and 
nine apartments were given 
the nod by Walsall Council 
earlier this year. It is hoped 
a restaurant or coffee shop 
will set up on site. 

The Hole in the Wall shop 
continues to trade next door. 

Walsall’s regeneration 
chief and deputy council 
leader Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “It’s another 
boost for Walsall. It’s a fan¬ 
tastic development at a gate¬ 
way site to the town centre.” 

The scheme will comple¬ 
ment the redevelopment 
of St Matthew’s Quarter, 
where a £12m shopping cen¬ 
tre is is planned. Retailers 
B&M and Poundland have 
both signed up. 

The ongoing town centre 
regeneration has also in¬ 
cluded the opening of a new 
Primark, with a cinema and 
leisure development under 
way at Walsall Waterfront.

Man went on rampage at hostel 


A CRIMINAL tried to hold a woman 
probation officer hostage and bit a 
male police officer during a rampage 
through a hostel for released prison¬ 
ers, a judge heard. 

Stephen Barry barricaded himself 
in an office with the woman and held 
a pen to her throat at the hostel in 
Aldridge, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. The 48-year-old burst 
into the room before blocking the en¬ 


trance with a fridge and fax machine 
torn from the wall said Mr David 
Bennett, prosecuting, who said: “The 
door was forced open while the pro¬ 
bation officer had her back turned 
and the defendant went straight for 
her, pulled her round and holding a 
pen like a knife to her throat.” 

Barry struck after police were 
called after he broke a snooker cue, 
smashed furniture and caused fur¬ 


ther damage at the hostel in Stonnall 
Road on August 24. 

When two constables closed in on 
the room where he was holding the 
probation officer he tried to drag her 
by the hair to another hiding place 
but she broke free from his grasp. 

Then police pounced and he bit one 
of them on the wrist in the struggle 
before they could arrest the defend¬ 
ant, who had previous convictions 


for 199 offences and was on licence 
from jail. He was sexually abused in 
a children’s home when young and 
snapped after passers-by mistook 
him for a sex offender when he was 
seen leaving the probation hostel, 
said Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending. 

“It was all over in seven minutes.” 

Barry, of no fixed address, admit¬ 
ted affray and assaulting a Pc and 
was jailed for 12 months. 


Cameras call after 
accident at bus hub

CALLS have been made to 
install traffic enforcement 
cameras near to Walsall’s 
main town centre bus sta¬ 
tion in a bid to stop motor¬ 
ists flouting rules. 

It comes after a car collided 
with a woman in her 30s at St 
Paul’s Street, causing her to 
suffer head injuries and be tak¬ 
en to hospital. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith 
claims many motorists are ignoring 
a road sign at the junction of Lich¬ 
field Street and Bridge Street, warn¬ 
ing drivers about the pedestrian 
zone ahead which can only be ac¬ 
cessed by buses, taxis, permit hold¬ 
ers and for loading. He said: “The 
blatant disregard for this sign re¬ 
sults in constant heavy traffic on St 
Paul’s Street where the bus station 
is located. This in turn is increasing 
the likelihood of accidents.” 

Councillor Smith is now calling 
for traffic enforcement cameras to 
be placed at the location so drivers 
who flout the rules are handed au¬ 
tomatic fines. 

Enforce 

He added: “In certain crowded 
areas, particularly those designated 
pedestrian zones like bus station 
areas, the rights of pedestrians must 
come before the rights of motorists 
who flout the rules in order to make 
a short cut. 

“Until action is taken to enforce 
the traffic rules on this stretch of 
road, the chances of further serious 
accidents to pedestrians near the 
bus station will continue.” 

Emergency services were called at 
5.20pm on September 28 following 
reports of a collision involving a pe¬ 
destrian and a Skoda Octavia. 

The woman sustained a head in¬ 
jury and other abrasions and was 
treated at the scene before being 
taken to Walsall Manor Hospital. 

The road was closed at Bridge 
Street for a short time. 

The driver of the car was spoken 
to at the scene by police officers but 
no arrests were made.

A FLEDGLING Walsall artist has dedicated his first 
public exhibition to a late friend who encouraged him to 
pursue his dream and put his work on display. 

Baron Morrison said he has always had a love for art 
since he was a schoolboy doing doodles but it has taken 
him until now at the age of 45 to make a breakthrough 
with his talent. 

The metal sheet worker from Penderel Street, Blox- 
wich, became a member of the Walsall Society of Artists 
earlier this year and in recent weeks has seen three of 
his eye-catching creations go on display at the town’s 
art gallery. The pieces ‘Look’, ‘D Old Man’ and ‘Lady 
of Colour Marilyn’ which each took him about a month 
to produce, were among more than 150 pieces in the 


group’s exhibition which ran through August into Sep¬ 
tember. The father-of-one described it has a significant 
step for him and dedicated it to former neighbour John 
Matthews who died around three years ago just before 
Mr Morrison moved to Walsall from Castle Bromwich. 

He said: “He was my neighbour for years and we had 
a great friendship. He used to tease me about being my 
agent and say things like ‘You’re a waste of time how am 
I going to get rich off you?’ but in a nice way. 

“But one day he fell ill and went in to hospital and a 
few days later he had passed away. He was in his 70s. 

“I don’t think he told anyone how sick he really was 
and it was a big shock. 

“I still visit his wife Ann and we talk about old times.” 


Stars back 
Margot's 
stem cell 
campaign 

CELEBRITIES including Nigel- 
la Lawson and Adrian Chiles have 
backed a campaign to boost the num¬ 
ber of stem cell donors in memory of 
Margot Martini. Margot had a rare 
and aggressive form of the disease and 
sparked a worldwide hunt for donors 
before she died shortly after her sec¬ 
ond birthday last 
year. 

A new drive 
launched by the 
charity Team 
Margot, set up to 
honour her mem¬ 
ory, aims to dou¬ 
ble the number 
of potential stem 
cell and bone 
marrow donors 
in the UK to 2.2 million. 

The 2.2 figure represents the age 
Margot was when she died. Among 
those backing the cause are Tony 
Blair’s former spin doctor Alastair 
Campbell, screen stars Catherine Tate 
and Gemma Oaten and rugby heroes 
Lewis Moody and Jason Leonard. 

An International Stem Cell and 
Bone Marrow Awareness Day was 
held last week. 

It is held every year on October 7 
- the anniversary of her diagnosis. 
Vicki, Margot’s mother, who grew up 
in Essington and whose family live in 
Tettenhall, said: “Team Margot con¬ 
tinues to honour Margot’s legacy and 
is committed to raising global aware¬ 
ness around the need for more stem 
cell donors.” 

Work gets under 
way on bridge 

WORK has started on rebuilding a 
railway bridge in Walsall town centre 
as part of plans to electrify 15 miles 
of line from Rugeley to Trent Valley. 

The bridge over the railway under 
Park Street is more than 100 years 
old and needs to be rebuilt to allow 
overhead electricity cables to run un¬ 
derneath it to power trains from De¬ 
cember 2017. 

Phase one of the works will run to 
the end of November, during which 
time access to Marks and Spencer will 
be limited to the Saddlers Centre en¬ 
trance only. 

Pedestrian access to all other shops 
will be maintained. Network Rail 
will suspend works at the end of the 
November to avoid disruption to the 
busy Christmas period before recom¬ 
mencing the work in January. 

19,000 Christmas 
jobs at Amazon

pected to be taken on at its Stafford¬ 
shire base in the run-up to Christmas.

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Winnick in 
suffragette 
discussion 
at academy 

SIXTH formers discussed the suf¬ 
fragette movement and whether it 
should be a legal obligation to vote 
when an MP visited. 

David Winnick discussed democracy 
with students at Walsall Academy and 
said the new film Suffragette was an 
appropriate reminder of the struggle 
women had to get the right to vote. 

The Labour MP for Walsall North 
said: “I told the students it was dif¬ 
ficult to believe that just 100 years 
ago, half of the adult population was 
denied this basic right simply because 
of their gender. The fact that at times 
the campaign became violent was no 
surprise since the Government then 
offered no concessions at all over vot¬ 
ing rights. 

“The film also recalls how the mili¬ 
tant suffragette, Emily Davison, died 
as a result of running in front of a 
horse owned by the King during the 
1913 Derby. On the hundredth anni¬ 
versary, there was a meeting in West¬ 
minster Hall commemorating the 
campaign and her martyrdom.” 

Mr Winnick has previously called 
for a ‘legal obligation’ to vote, with 
fines for those who do not turn up to 
a polling station or inform an election 
officer in advance that they do not 
wish to. He said: “I was asked if it was 
still my view that there should be a 
legal obligation to vote. 

“I said that still remained very 
much my view, and that those who 
didn’t wish to vote could indicate be¬ 
forehand such intentions. Australia is 
a good example of a democracy having 
such legislation.” 

Lit-up sign set 
to go up by M6 

A NEW illuminated sign is to be put 
up next to the M6 despite fears it 
could lead to accidents and distract 
drivers. 

The LED advert between junction 
nine at Wednesbury and 10 at Walsall 
has received the backing of council 
chiefs. 

It will go up on land off Darlaston 
Road, Walsall, despite objections from 
Highways England Network Rail over 
the impact on motorists and trains. 

It will be half the size of an existing 
hoarding 12 metres advert but have a 
digital display, according to the appli¬ 
cation by Primesight Ltd. 

It comes despite there already being 
a string of adverts in place on the M6 
which carries around 160,000 motor¬ 
ists a day. 

From car sales 
to car washing 

A FORMER car dealership in Walsall 
will be transformed into a car wash 
and valet business, creating nine 
jobs. Walsall Council has given the go- 
ahead to transform the vacant site in 
Green Lane. 


Jealous man broke nose of partner 


A JEALOUS man broke his partner’s nose in an 
‘awful’ unprovoked attack because he was worried 
she was involved with other men, a court heard. 

The attack in Bloxwich left Marc Hayward’s 
girlfriend with broken bones sticking out through 
the skin of her nose, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. She was left ‘ashamed and embarrassed’ 
after he punched her in the face, and still suffers 
headaches as a result nearly four months on. 

Hayward, of Birchills Street, Walsall, admitted 
unlawful wounding and was jailed for 16 months. 
The court heard how 31-year-old Hayward had been 
released from jail around 10 days before launching 
the attack. Both he and his partner were ‘serious 
drinkers, with Hayward alcohol-dependent’, accord¬ 


ing to Miss Samantha Powis, prosecuting. The pair 
had been together for two decades but only on a se¬ 
rious basis for six years, the court heard. 

Miss Powis said Hayward was ‘jealous of his part¬ 
ner’s imagined relationship with the other man’. 

He warned her that her nose was too long and he 
could break it so nobody would want her - just days 
before attacking her in June. 

Miss Powis said: “The pair were walking home 
from Bloxwich when Hayward became abusive, re¬ 
ferring again to the victim’s nose being too long. 
Then he punched her in the face with his fist. She 
was knocked sick and began bleeding profusely 
straight away and Hayward began shouting at her. 

“Two witnesses came to her immediate assistance 


then he took off his T-shirt, discarded it and walked 
off.” Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, said: “He has 
a clear, long-standing difficulty with drugs and al¬ 
cohol. He knows it’s something he has to address 
in the future.” 

Mr Woolhouse said Hayward had been sober since 
he was remanded in custody after the incident and 
sought help from alcohol services in prison. 

Judge Mark Eades jailed Hayward for 16 months 
and also imposed a restraining order banning him 
from any direct or indirect contact with his former 
partner. Judge Eades said Hayward had ‘a shocking 
record’ of past offences. “The assault on your part¬ 
ner was awful,” he said. “I’ve seen the photographs 
and the injuries are distressing.” 


Attempted murder trial 
over fall from balcony 


A 28-year-old woman plunged from 
the balcony of a third floor flat dur¬ 
ing a bust up in which her lover was 
allegedly trying to kill her, a jury 
heard. 

Kayli Hill fractured her back, pelvis, ribs 
and a wrist when she fell to the ground outside 
Wood House in Little London, Caldmore. 

One of her lungs was lacerated and emer¬ 
gency surgery was needed to save the sight of 
an eye. She described the terrifying incident 
in a videoed police interview played to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court at the start of a trial. 
Michael Riggon, aged 53, denies attempted 
murder. 

The fall followed a row between the pair dur¬ 
ing which the mood of the man - who had been 
drinking - suddenly changed on February 27, 
the court heard. 

Miss Hill said: “He switched and went mad. 
First he punched me. Then he picked up an 
ornament and whacked me on the back of the 
head. I felt the blood running down. He didn’t 
do it once. He did it about six times.” 

Riggon then threw the ornament through a 
window and walked into the kitchen to collect 
a knife, the court was told. 

Screaming 

Miss Hill said: “He said I was going to die. I 
knew I had to get out. I knew I had to get onto 
the balcony. I was screaming for help and then 
he was on the balcony with me. He had put the 
knife on the step between the living room and 
the balcony.” 

Riggon allegedly tried to get her back into 
the flat, but she refused. Miss Hill said: “He 
said ‘That’s it. I am going to kill you now.’ He 
tried to grab my hair and pulled me back into 
the flat. 

“He went in and came out with the knife. 
I climbed over the corner of the balcony. One 
leg over and then the other. I was balancing 
my feet on the little ledge and holding onto the 
banister. Then I dropped my legs and was hold¬ 
ing on with my arms. He could have helped me 
but he did not.” 

Riggon, of West Bromwich Street, Caldmore 
denies attempted murder, causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent and assault. 

Miss Mary Loram, prosecuting, told the jury: 
“The central issue is what made her fall. Was it 
the result of her own action or as direct result 
of the actions of the defendant.” 

The trial continues.

The proposals are expected to create 
20 full-time and eight part-time roles. 

The snooker hall and eatery would 
be open from 10am to midnight from 
Monday to Sunday, with offices open 
8am-6pm from Monday to Friday, and 
8am to 1pm on Saturdays.

“poor” not only cheapens the word. It is 
also a grave insult to those who truly are 
in need. 


MEANWHILE, on Sunday BBC2 
screened a programme about the history 
of Aston Martin. Now had it been front¬ 
ed by a motoring expert, somebody who 
knows, for example, that you can’t de¬ 
scribe a car from the 1960s as ‘vintage’, 
then it would probably have been very 
good. 

But it wasn’t. It was presented by Paul 
Hollywood, who is a baker. So there was 
very little fresh insight into the subject 
matter, but a lot about him. 

I know everyone is obsessed with 
the ‘Bake Off’ at the moment, but does 
every programme really need the celebri¬ 
ty treatment? Once in a while, it would be 
nice to hear from somebody who actually 
knows what they are talking about.

The Black Country dialect - it’s bostin’ 
ay it? And now our most popular sayings 
and slang terms are coming under the 
spotlight in National Dialect Weekend. 

This year it will be Wednesbury hosting the 
annual event, with activities this week and 
over the weekend, featuring live music, sto¬ 
ries and poems showcasing the huge range of 
English dialects. 

The dulcet tones of Scousers, Mancunians, 
Mackems and Geordies will be ringing out 
alongside the Black Country tongue. Not, of 
course, to be confused with the neighbouring 
Birmingham accent. 

There is nothing worse for a proud Black 
Country mon than being labelled a Brummie. 

The accent often gets labelled ‘thick’, 
wrongly and unfairly. There’s a certain know¬ 
ing quality to a line delivered in a Black Coun¬ 
try twang. Take comedian Frank Skinner, for 
instance. “When I was a kid I ran everywhere. 
Do kids still run these days? I thought all that 
glue sniffing might have slowed them down,” 
he says. 

Snooty 

In the cut glass, received pronunciation 
tones of a London toff it would sound snooty, 
prejudiced and ignorant. But we know what 
Oldbury-raised Frank’s saying. He’s one of us. 

Or how about Noddy Holder’s old Banks’s 
beer advert. “You can save your thankses, 
I’ll have a pint of Banks’s.” Grammatically it 
should have every English teacher screaming. 

But not around here, it makes perfect sense. 

This year’s National Dialect Weekend takes 
place from October 16 to 18. Dialect experts 
from around the country will be sharing their 
traditions and taking part in competitions and 
entertainment at Wednesbury Town Hall, 
featuring the first official Poet Laureate of 
Wednesbury, Brendan Hawthorne. The fes¬ 
tivities kicked off last week, with a play, An 
Ox’s Tail, which was performed by its author, 
Walsall poet, and solicitor, Ian Henery. 

Brendan says: “The richness of language 
is to be celebrated and what better stage 


than the recently refurbished Town Hall in 
Wednesbury. We have a line-up of Black Coun¬ 
try-based entertainment on Friday, starting 
at 7pm. We have competitions, followed by an 
evening of national entertainment on Satur¬ 
day from 10am until 10pm and a guided walk 
on Sunday morning with local historian Ian 
Bott, meeting at 9.30am at Wednesbury Town 
Hall. Come along it’ll be hostin’.” 

National Dialect Day began over 10 years 
ago by the then Chairman of the Lancashire 
Society Sid Calderbank who enjoyed travelling 
around the country performing Lancashire di¬ 


alect songs and stories. Other dialect enthusi¬ 
asts showed an interest and got involved and it 
became and annual event. Now extended to a 
weekend it travels round the country celebrat¬ 
ing the best of Britain’s dialects. As a precur¬ 
sor to the weekend, Brendan organised three 
events under the title A Street Full of Dialect 
at Wednesbury Library, looking at dialects 
from further afield. 

The first was last Wednesday and involved 
Chinese dance, literature and songs performed 
in Mandarin and Cantonese by the Chinese 
Community Centre of Birmingham, with ex¬ 


tracts of the play An Ox’s Tail. The weekend 
itself will features the best Black Country fit- 
tie - faggots and peas, ‘grey paes un baercon’ 
with a vegetarian option if pre-ordered. 

There will be a presentation on ‘The Mer¬ 
cian Tung’ and a trophy for the best piece of 
writing in the Black Country dialect.It’s 18 
years since Dudley Council decided to lighten 
the mood for drivers caught in the roadworks 
at Castle Gate with a sign that said: “If yowm 
saft enuff ter cum dahn ‘ere agooin wum, yowr 
tay ull be spile’t!!” 

It didn’t really matter that anyone visiting 
from almost anywhere else in the country 
wouldn’t have had a clue what it meant. 

The thing about the Black Country dialect 
is that we’ve always known what it is we’re 
saying, even if no-one else does. 

Now at least, on home turf, we can pit our¬ 
selves against the pretenders who claim theirs 
is the best dialect in Britain. 

We know we’m hostin’, now it’s toime to 
shew it aer kid.

Fears as tyres set alight 


COMMUNITY leaders have 
called for a meeting with po¬ 
lice and fire chiefs over ‘dan¬ 
gerous’ tyres that have been 
set ablaze. 

Dozens of tyres have been set 
alight in three separate arson 
attacks in just a month on waste 
land off Bull Lane, Moxley, send¬ 
ing huge plumes of thick smoke 
into the sky. 

Community leaders say the air pol¬ 
lution is proving a risk to children, the 
elderly and asthma sufferers. 

In the latest attack, vandals set light 


to dozens of tyres. Last month, 30 
tyres caught fire at the site and smoke 
could be seen a mile away. Fire crews 
were called out to Bull Lane again on 
September 6 to deal with a blaze in¬ 
volving 75 tyres which had been set 
alight. 

Darlaston South Councillor Doug 
James said the tyre fires were ‘danger¬ 
ous’ and has called for a meeting with 
bosses from the emergency services to 
seek reassurances and try and tackle 
the issue. 

He said: “Air pollution from tyre 
fires are a threat to children, elderly 
and, asthma sufferers. Air emissions 
may include polycyclic hydrocarbons, 


toxic air pollutants that can cause risk 
to local people. 

“We need to look at improving eas¬ 
ier access to legal recycling and, in the 
longer term, at the hazardous materi¬ 
als that go into tyres in the first place. 
Arson attacks are a threat to our com¬ 
munity as well as the misguided people 
who engage in this criminal activity. 

“Mojdey is a great place to live and 
work. The public health and safety of 
residents must be protected and we 
will keep working on solutions.” 

Darlaston South Councillor Chris 
Bott said the fires were becoming a 
health hazard. She said: “It’s happen¬ 
ing more or less every week.”

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Two men injured 
as car hits wall

TWO men were injured after a car they were travelling 
in hit a wall in Walsall.

They were treated by paramedics for minor injuries at 
the scene before being taken to Walsall Manor Hospital. 
Neither had serious injuries. A spokesman for the ambu¬ 
lance service said: “We arrived to find two patients who 
had minor injuries. They were later transferred to Walsall 
Manor Hospital.” 

Matthew Smith, a spokesman for the fire service, said: 
“We got a call at 10.51pm - the call originated from the po¬ 
lice. It involved one private motor vehicle in collision with 
a wall. No persons were trapped. 

“There were two occupants of the vehicle who were al¬ 
ready out at our arrival. 

“They were treated initially by the fire service and then 
by the ambulance services. We made the scene safe.” 


Thousands 

readmitted 

following 

discharge 


ONE in around seven patients were readmit¬ 
ted to Walsall Manor Hospital within a month 
of being discharged over the space of a year. 

Healthwatch Walsall has called for improvements 
after revealing 4,004 patients had been readmitted 
within the 30-day time frame in 2013/14 - repre¬ 
senting a 15.7 per cent readmission rate. 


The patient-led investiga¬ 
tion into hospital discharges 
found some patients had 
been readmitted for the 
same issues and returned 
within just seven days of 
being sent home. 

A report containing find¬ 
ings from the investigation, 
said it was down to poor 
communication and staffing 
levels. 

The authors have identi¬ 
fied seven key areas for im¬ 
provement. 

The watchdog has high¬ 
lighted the need for Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust

Rupy Pandaal, chairman 
of Healthwatch Walsall, 
said: “Healthwatch Wal¬ 
sall’s investigation into hos¬ 
pital discharge has shown 
that for some people the 
discharge process can be a 
traumatic experience. 

“This is mainly due to 
professionals failing to 
communicate sufficiently 
with one another to ensure 
a co-ordinated approach is 
consistently used through¬ 
out the discharge process.”

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Judges back 
sentences 
handed out 
on shooting 


A PAIR of criminals who were jailed after a 
targeted shooting on a family home near Li¬ 
chfield deserved every day of their sentenc¬ 
es, top judges have stated. 

Rayon Elton Hyde, aged 28, of Birmingham, and 
Nikita Taleba White, 34, of Walsall, each got 16 
years for their parts in the terrifying attack. 

White, of Brooklands, Yew Tree, was the driver, while 


Hyde, of Church Lane, 
Handsworth, and another 
fired a total of eight shots at 
the house in Hammerwich. 

One of the bullets ended 
up lodged in the frame of 
the door into the children’s 
play room, but fortunately 
no-one was hurt. 

The pair denied any 
wrongdoing, but were con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to pos¬ 
sess a firearm with intent 
to endanger life at Stafford 
Crown Court in March 
where they received their 
custodial sentences. 

Last week, their lawyers 
argued the case that the 
sentences were ‘simply too 
long’, but appeal judges 
in London rejected their 
complaints and upheld the 
previous decision made at 
crown court. 

Significant 

Giving judgment, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Jay said that the raid 
had involved a ‘significant 
degree of planning’, includ¬ 
ing various reconnaissance 
trips which took place to 
the house. 

The lights had been on 
when the shots were fired 
late on a February night 
last year, meaning they 
must have known someone 
was in. 

He said: “Hyde fired into 
these premises knowing 
there was a significant risk 
that one or more persons 
would be in it. 

“That the shots were dis¬ 
charged from some distance 
away makes no difference. 

“The judge was entitled 
to conclude White was in¬ 
volved in this conspiracy up 
to the hilt and didn’t merit 
differential treatment. 

“These were undoubtedly 
stiff sentences, but they 
weren’t even arguably man¬ 
ifestly excessive.” 

The judge, sitting with 
Lady Justice Hallett and Mr 
Justice Picken, rejected the 
appeals. 

Following the sentencing 
in March, Detective Chief 
Inspector Jason O’Toole,

the senior investigating of¬ 
ficer, said: “Fortunately, 
firearms incidents are in¬ 
credibly rare in Lichfield 
and Staffordshire, and while 
we suspect it was a targeted 
attack it was evidently mis¬ 
guided and could have had 
grave consequences. 

“Evidence gathered shows 
that this was a pre-planned 
shooting with three previous 
visits to the address, during 
which an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt was made to shoot at 
the home. 

“Thankfully no-one was 
injured but the victims were 
left understandably shaken 
by these incidents and we 
have continued to support 
them throughout the inves¬ 
tigation. 

“Gun crime will not be 
tolerated in Staffordshire 
and we will do all we can 
to bring anyone involved in 
such criminality to justice.” 


Petition over 
travellers' site 


MORE than 2,500 peo¬ 
ple have signed a petition 
against plans to set up a 
permanent travellers’ site 
in Darlaston. 

Now a public meeting has 
been arranged to discuss the 
next plan of action. 

The old Darlaston Mul¬ 
ti-Purpose Centre site had 
been earmarked by Walsall 
Council to become a perma¬ 
nent site for travellers. 

But residents have raised 
concerns that there could 
be issues with litter and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

Hundreds of residents op¬ 
posing the plans attended a 
public meeting last month 
and a petition was launched. 

Another public meeting 
will take place at Darlaston 


All Active club, in Willen- 
hall Road, on October 21 at 
7.30pm. 

Stephen Roberts, who 
lives near the proposed site 
in Taryn Drive, said: “There 
are now in excess of 2,500 
signatures on the petition. 
We now need residents to 
write their own letters of 
objection to the council. 

“We are hoping to get the 
letters in as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Walsall Council is consult¬ 
ing with residents over the 
plans. Bosses are looking to 
create almost 30 permanent 
sites over the next few years 
to increase existing loca¬ 
tions. The Darlaston site is 
planned for 15 permanent 
traveller pitches.

Fraudster sentence cut 

A FRAUDSTER who tricked an elderly woman into letting 
him into their home before stealing her purse and cheque¬ 
book has had his sentence reduced. 

Raza Rafiq, of Pargeter Street, Walsall, bought three cars 
totalling more than £25,000 with stolen cheques. He was 
originally jailed for six and a half years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court after being found guilty of theft in February. 

But his sentence has now been cut to five-and-a-half 
years by judges sitting at London’s Criminal Appeal Court, 
who said the original punishment was ‘too excessive’. 

Residents' 
blow over 
changes to 
road layout 

PROTESTERS say they have suffered a blow 
in their fight to stop a controversial junction 
being built outside a university campus. 

The University of Wolverhampton wants to create 
a new access road from the Broadway to a planned 
225-space car park on the site. 

The plans will see a new traffic controlled junction on 
the road, one of the main commuter routes to and the town 
centre. They were met with 


fury by hundreds of resi¬ 
dents who claim the junc¬ 
tion would create even chaos 
on the road during peak and 
off-peak times. 

More than 450 people 
signed a petition against the 
plans and another 50 letters 
of objection were submitted 
by concerned residents once 
plans had been made public. 

But, following talks with 
university bosses, residents 
say they have suffered a 
setback after the university 
would not consider one of 
their alternative solutions. 

Concerns 

Dr Barnabas Panayiotou, 
who lives on Broadway 
Road, said: “It was a really 
disappointing meeting for 
us as we are all concerned of 
the impact this could have. 
We feel our concerns are not 
being listened to. 

“The impact of this ap¬ 
plication is going to affect 
a lot of residents, not just 
the people who live here but 
commuters travelling to and 
from Walsall.” 

Mr Panayiotou’s neigh¬ 
bour Dr Murli Sinha, 68, 
said the plans would be dis¬ 
astrous for the residents. 

“We need to fight off these 
plans because it will affect 
many people,” he said. 

“It will be disastrous for 
the town if this goes ahead. 

“We would like the plans 
to go ahead - but in a way in

which it will not make our 
lives a misery.” 

A football pitch will be 
lost to the plans but the uni¬ 
versity will invest £120,000 
for improved sports facili¬ 
ties to compensate for the 
loss. The all-weather pitch 
will be upgraded to 3G. 

University bosses have 
previously said the new 
road would greatly enhance 
access to the campus site. 

Paul Davis, assistant 
director of estates and fa¬ 
cilities at University of 
Wolverhampton said: “We 
are mindful of the views of 
local residents and met with 
them, along with local coun¬ 
cillors, to discuss the plans 
further.” 

A decision was deferred in 
August by Walsall Council 
and planning chiefs agreed 
last week to hold off making 
a final decision until public 
consultation has ended. 


Mother praises 
improvement

A MOTHER-of-two who has 
had a series of operations 
over the last two years says 
the standard of care is im¬ 
proving at the Manor Hos¬ 
pital.

MEMORY LANE 


By Professor Carl Chinn 


IN early 2013, the Express & 
Star reported that Wolver¬ 
hampton had the second 
highest percentage of Sikh 
residents living in England. 

In total, nine per cent of the 
city’s 249,500 residents regarded 
themselves as Sikh, according to 
data released from the 2011 cen¬ 
sus, with only Slough having a 
higher percentage. 

Sikhs are also prominent in Smeth¬ 
wick, Birmingham and elsewhere, and 
they play a key role in the economic, 
social and cultural life of our region 
- as do Hindus. Their population in 
Wolverhampton is also higher than the 
England and Wales average, standing 
just under four per cent. 

Many Hindus originate from Guja¬ 
rat but came to the West Midlands in 
the 1970s from Uganda and Kenya, 
where they had been settled for dec¬ 
ades. However, like the Sikhs, other 
Hindus trace their roots to the Punjab. 

Following the Second World War, 
the 1948 British Nationality Act guar¬ 
anteed free right of entry to British 
subjects and Commonwealth Citizens. 

For much of the 1950s, it was mostly 
men and women from the West Indies

who took advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity. It was during the 1960s that 
there was a marked increase in im¬ 
migration to the West Midlands from 
India and Pakistan. 

These hard-working young people 
played a vital role in the rebuilding of 
a war-ravaged Britain, settling in the 


Dudley Road and Blakenhall areas of 
Wolverhampton; Caldmore in Walsall; 
and in and around Smethwick town 
centre and its Cape Hill area. 

Wherever they lived, Indian immi¬ 
grants faced difficult conditions. Large 
Victorian houses were turned into 
lodging houses, sleeping sometimes as 
many as 15 or 16 friends or members 
of an extended family. 

One of the pioneers of this Indian 
migration was Bishan Dass, whose 
absorbing and inspirational life story 
has been set down in an important 
book called ‘Pride v Prejudice’. It is 
important because it is a rare account 
of a first-generation immigrant’s expe¬ 
riences. In particular his story of aspi¬ 
ration, endeavour and achievement is 
reflected in the stories of so many of 
the Hindus and Sikhs of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, Smethwick, Birmingham 
and elsewhere. 

The story of Bishan Dass has an¬ 
other importance, one which is more 
specific to him as a man and as a citi¬ 
zen. This is because his life highlights 
his constant battle against prejudice 
and for equality. He was born in 1942 


in a small village called Shaffipur in 
the Jalandhar district of the Punjab in 
India. It was a secluded small village 
with a population of around 300 peo¬ 
ple. Like millions of villagers in rural 
India the inhabitants were largely il¬ 
literate. Bishan writes passionately, 
powerfully and persuasively about the 
discrimination: “The so-called Un¬ 
touchables saw no end to their humili¬ 
ation and suffering at the hands of the 
upper caste Hindus. 

Upbringing 

“They had no right to education, 
could not buy land or other property, 
could not worship God, or even take 
drinking water from the same wells, 
and they were subjected to live in ghet- 
toes like scavengers.” 

Bishan’s lifelong fight against the 
evils of prejudice and discrimination 
is rooted in his upbringing. He was 
the second of 10 children to Jagat 
Ram Bains, ‘a landless farmer and a 
very muscular hard working and de¬ 
termined man’, and Partapi Bains, 
who was ‘one of the best caring and 
hard working mothers in the whole 


world’.Despite the hardships they 
faced, Bishan’s parents ensured that 
he went to primary school and then 
high school. Both were about four 
miles away, and the youngster had to 
walk there and back. Even at school 
he ‘endured some incidents of caste 
prejudice and personal humiliation’ 
but despite this he passed his matric¬ 
ulation exams with a convincing first 
division.There was great excitement 
when Bishan passed his degree in 
1963. “I was the first person from the 
whole village who had attained such a 
high accolade,” he says. 

Bishan now set his mind on contin¬ 
uing his studies in England. He and 
two friends applied to the British em¬ 
bassy in New Delhi for an employment 
voucher and within a few weeks the 
documentation had arrived. 

On November 29, 1963, he flew out 
to Heathrow: “The only contact I had 
was an address of a distant relative 
whom I had never met and was living 
in Wolverhampton.” 

Picked up with five others by an 
unofficial taxi driver, Bishan “started 
on a long journey on a cold, dark rainy 


evening, dropping us one by one in dif¬ 
ferent towns and cities. I was the last 
one to be dropped off and we arrived in 
Wolverhampton at about 9.30pm. The 
driver knocked at the door of a dimly 
lit terrace house in Lesley Road in 
the Heath Town area. A short woman 
about four feet tall opened the door’. 

So began the life of Bishan Dass in 
Wolverhampton. A remarkable and in¬ 
spirational man, he has given much to 
the city through his work and political 
activity. While working at the Wednes- 
bury Tube Company in Bilston from 
1972, he was appointed shop steward 
for the Transport & General Work¬ 
ers Union and three years later was 
elected to the council. He was elected 
mayor of Wolverhampton in 1986. He 
says: “I am proud to be associated with 
and to be living in this city over the 
last more than half a century. I regard 
myself a true Wulfrunian.”

val times don’t float your boat, there is also 
glamping with an African theme. 

Not one to go without my creature com¬ 
forts for long, the toilet and shower block 
was certainly five star with underfloor 
heating and touch point showers. It also 
has family bathrooms and a laundry. The 
facilities were immaculate. 

The weather for the whole weekend was 
glorious, but it was the end of September 
and I think seasoned campers would have 
taken a few extra woollies for the evening. 

With a visit to Crealy Meadows, near Ex¬ 
eter, you also get access to Devon’s Crealy 
Great Adventure Park next door through a 
secret door. A wristband allows you to visit 
the park as much as you like. 

Entertainment for the Meadows is also at 
the park and live entertainment begins on 


Friday, October 23, to Monday, November 
2. The entertainment includes a mini-disco, 
race night and cabaret. 

There are ghostly goings-on between Oc¬ 
tober 24 and November 1. The park also 
launches a brand new spooky attraction, 
Trick or Treat with the Treehouse Trolls, 
while Scooby-Doo visits on October 30. 

There was plenty for all of us in the park 
with rides, including The Twister, Crealy 
Grand Prix, Vortex, Tidal Wave and Dino 
Jeeps. 

After all our adventures and fun in the 
park we visited Exmouth for an hour-long 
coastal cruise with Stuart Line Cruises, tak¬ 
ing us along part of the jurassic coast with 
beautiful views of the sea and surrounding 
coastline. 

After plenty of sea air, we walked along 
the promenade and savoured the delights 
of Exmouth with ice creams in hand. Mine 


was topped with clotted cream of course. On 
the Sunday, we visited the truly beautiful 
Bicton Park Botanical Gardens, about 20 
minutes from where we were staying. 

We took a 25-minute scenic tour of the 
park by train and were shown the points 
of interest on the way, including the park’s 
41 metre Grecian fir, the tallest of its kind 
ever recorded.

Then I had a phone call with Noah.

The character pops up as a four- 
year-old child in the new series, which 
acts as a kind of prequel to its 
predecessor.

“We both went, ‘looks good, feels 
like crap!”’ he laughs. “I couldn’t wait to 
get rid of it.

A car’s styling is, to a great ex¬ 
tent, a matter of personal choice: 
you love it, hate it or are left com¬ 
pletely unmoved. 

For me, the DS5 comes in that first 
category and that applies particularly 
to the car’s interior - a mix of exclusive 
club lounge and aircraft cockpit. It’s 
a pleasant, even exciting, place to be 
even before you press the starter but¬ 
ton. 

I’ve been trying self-analysis with regard 
to this response. Is it just different, and new 
(as any car can be) or is there a hint of re¬ 
pressed nostalgia for that iconic French mo¬ 
tor of the 50s and 60s, the Citroen DS? 

To me that legendary motor, while not 
without its issues, was a real innovator: 
space age looks yet a world away from 
the winged wonders inspired by American 
cars of that era. Plus it pioneered innovative 
features such as hydraulic self-levelling sus¬ 
pension and directional headlights. 

Now DS Automobiles is a stand-alone 
premium brand under the Citroen umbrella. 
Like Toyota with Lexus and Nissan with In- 
finiti, such a rebranding of flagship models 
is undoubtedly a sensible way of breaking 
the badge domination of the premium Ger¬ 
man brands, and Jaguar, in this sector. 

The DS5 tested - Presitige Blue 180bhp 
version - at £32,040 is a prime example, 
a big, smooth and economical car oozing 
Gallic style which will certainly make its driv¬ 
er stand out from the crowd in the compa¬ 
ny car park. No, I can’t say it looks like the 
original DS, but as you pass an eye over its 
sleek lines there are hints which stir memo¬ 


is a stylish class act 


ries for car fans of a certain age. But inside 
it is thoroughly modern, and unique: vive la 
difference, one might say. 

There’s the crystal clear virtual instru¬ 
ment display in front of the driver, while at 
his side is a high centre console (no, not a 
transmission tunnel as it’s front wheel drive) 
which means the array of switches and gear 
change level fall easily to hand, just in the 
right place. All switches are big and solid, 
with chromed rims. 

Overhead there are front and rear sun 
roofs (with electrically controlled blinds) 
which makes the cabin feel light and airy, 
and give an impression that its even bigger 
than it actually is - in fact the DS5 will seat 
five adults in comfort. 

In front, the sun roof is split into two (both 
can be opened and closed individually) di¬ 
vided by an aircraft style roof console, hous¬ 
ing more toggle switches and controls. 

The seats themselves are superbly 
shaped, well-padded leather and multi-ad¬ 
justable - some of the most comfortable I 
can recall. 

There is a seven-inch touch screen in the 
centre of the dashboard, controlling satnav, 
audio, trip computer and a range of other ve¬ 
hicle functions, plus a steering wheel with re¬ 
mote controls. Dual zone automatic climate 
control, noise-reducing window glass and an 
upmarket sound system are also part of the 
luxury package, 

Linder the bonnet there’s a two-litre turbo 
diesel, turning out 180bhp and a whopping 
400Nm of torque which is a good combina¬ 
tion for smooth, swift progress, with good 
response at low revs, It’s quiet, too, rarely 
raising its voice above a whisper and the ride 
is particularly supple and comfortable, a true 
descendant of the DS philosophy. 

Its vital statistics are 0 to 62mph in 9.9 sec¬

onds, official average fuel consumption of 
64.2mpg and (for a car of this size) an im¬ 
pressively low and tax-efficient C02 rating 
of 114g/km. 

The six-speed torque converter auto¬ 
matic gear box does its job well enough 
although it isn’t perhaps as responsive as 
some of the latest dual clutch systems if 
you’re pushing on. But then I’m not sure if 
this is part of the DS5’s character: it’s a car 
which seems more about the smooth, re¬ 
laxed covering of distance rather than the 
traffic lights grand prix. 

There’s a long list of standard equip¬ 


ment, including cruise control front and 
rear parking sensors, rear parking camera, 
stability control, emergency brake assist, 
hill start assist, automatic headlights, and 
door mirrors with kerb lighting. 

The other DS5 in Prestige Blue trim is the 
2.0 litre six-speed manual, 150bhp model 
which starts from £29,560. The range has 
a three year. 60,000 mile warranty. 

The DS5 is a class act, offering a blend 
of performance with economy and tax effi¬ 
ciency. You could say many new cars do 
that - and that’s true, but in the DS you do 
it in style, and dare to be different.

A minute later they nearly went ahead when a 
long ball forward saw Chris Henry read the bounce 
of the ball better than two defenders, only to fire 
just wide.
